Having told her mother she 
was going out to play, 12-year- 
old Blodwen Lewis went out joy¬ 
fully from her home in West 
Coleman and walked some dis¬ 
tance towards Coleman by way 
of the railroad track, a practice 
common among many people 
in walking between those places. 

It was around two o’clock and 
a heavy freight train of about 
fifty cars was thundering along 
on the down grade intending to 
pull into a siding here to await 
the passing of the east-bound 
passenger train. Long blasts 
from the locomotive siren were 
sounded, and the engineer was 
horrified to see the little form 
on the track, at first thinking 
she would jump off to the side 
of the rails, become confused 
and start to run ahead It was I 
impossible to stop the heavy 
train on a down grade in time 
enough to avert the tragedy, and 
the child was catapulted into] 
the ditch. Eye-witnesses hur¬ 
ried to the scene, and Dr. T. K. 
MacLean was on the spot very 
quickly. The child in an un¬ 
conscious state was moved to 
the hospital, were she died at 
3.55 p.m. Injuries were an ex-1 
tensive scalp wound, a com-j 
pound fractured leg, bruises and 
contusions about the body. 

A coroner’s jury was summon-1 
ed on Monday by Constable! 
Klassen, R.C.M.P., as follows: 
Antrobus, J. Lipovski, -J. Spie-I 
vak, B. Steeves, A. Holyk, H. T. ] 
Halliwell. F. J. Turner, Belle-j 
vue coroner, opened the inquest 
by instructing the jury to view 
the body, so that it could be re¬ 
leased for burial on Wednesday 
afternoon. 

The inquest was then ad¬ 
journed till Tuesday, April 5, in 
order that railroad witnesses 
and others could appear to give 
evidence. 

The dead child was the oldest 
of a family of five. Earlier in 
life she suffered an attack of in¬ 
fantile paralysis, and was sent | 
to the Shriners hospital in Win¬ 
nipeg for treatment. The ad¬ 
journed inquest will open at 10 
a.m. on Tuesday, in the council 
chamber of the town hall. 

Repeated warnings have been 
issued by the railroad company 
against pedestrian* using the 
track, and a footpath and guard 
rail was provided by the town 
some years ago to try and 1 
eliminate the practice. For con.

Ottawa.-- A long-range armament i 
policy has been perfected to pre¬ 
serve Canadian neutrality and defend j 
Canadian coastlines, ports, terminals 
and trade routes from aggressors, 
Hon. Ian Mackenzie, minister of de¬ 
fence, told the House of Commons. 

The annual debate on defence 
policies opened when the first item 
in the $34,000,000 armament appro-; 
priation was reviewed in th; House; 
of Commons. It represented a de-; 
crease of $2,000,000 from last year. 

Canada, the defence minister em¬ 
phasized, has given no commitments 
to other nations regarding war. The 
money being voted was for defence 
of Canadian territory and Canadian 
waters, particularly on the Pacific 
coast, which was considered the most 
vulnerable spot. 


The money .being voted will give 
Canada 10 air squadrons in the per¬ 
manent militia and 12 in the non-j 
permanent although they will not he j 
fully manned or equipped. Work will 
be carried out this year on develop- j 
ment of aerodromes and bases at i 
Aliford bay, Queen Charlotte islands, 
Patricia bay and Prince Rupert on 
the Pacific and at Dartmouth, Yar¬ 
mouth, Truro and Sydney on th e At¬ 
lantic.

^TTACKS are so frequently made on the Federal govern¬ 
ment and the present system that it is necessary to point 
out that some in responsible positions who have prospered 
under this system now attack it for selfish political reasons. 
To state that the legislature is the highest court is absurd. 

If every provincial legislature were allowed to adopt that at¬ 
titude and act accordingly, Confederation would be wrecked 
and Canada would disintegrate ipto nine provinces each set¬ 
ting up its own laws irrespective ot national policy. 

J^OYAL Canadian’citizens, f no matter in which province 
they live, recognize that the Federal government is the 
supreme governing body in Canada, whose duties are out¬ 
lined in the B.N.A. Act. It has never declared or inferred 
that its power is superior to the courts of the Dominion, as 
has Mr. Aberhart and his amateur following. True, the 
will of the people is expressed, or should be, through their 
representatives, but what may be the will of the people one 
year may be entirely reversed the next year. Our provincial 
government is so shallow and superficial in its actions that 
no citizen can come to any other conclusion than that the 
present legislature cares little for national ideals, but puts 
itself first in every one of its actions. Leadership which will 
stress national ideals is the pressing need in a province whose i 
population is comprised of approximately one half immi¬ 
grants from 22 main nationalities of Continental Europe. 
Such a mixture of nationalities and of races can be easily 
agitated by demagogic, incendiary policies such as have 
been the rule in Alberta for the past three years.
